Tue Supreme Court has decided in favor of the 
constitutionality of a tax on legacies, Our highest 
court has, however, so construed the provisions of the 
act as to eliminate some of the glaring inequalities 
of the act as interpreted by government officials in 
their administration of it. Heretofore the total value 
of the decedent’s personal property and not the indi- 
vidual legacy has been made the basis of taxation. 
This wil! greatly lessen the revenue received under the 
law. 








A very interesting bill now be- 
Post Checks. fore Congress is the post check cur- 
rency bill, whose passage is advo- 
cated by the Association of American Advertisers, 
1829 Park Row Bldg., New York, of which A. Cressy 
Morrison issecretary. This bill provides for reprinting 
all $1, $2 and $5 bills now in existence and having their 
faces provided with blank spaces. This money, with 
the new face, will pass from hand to hand in the ordi- 
nary transactions of the day. Then when one wishes 
to send money in small amounts, $2 for instance, by 
mail to subscribe for magazine or newspaper, pay a 
bill, or transact any of the multitudinous pieces of 
business necessary by letter, he will take a $2 bill 
from his pocketbook, write on its face the name of the 
person or firm to be sent to, the city and state, and 
affixing a two-cent postage stamp in the square indi- 
cated, sign his initials in ink, with date; the initials 
and date to cross and cancel the stamp. 

Thus the piece of currency which, up to this time, 
has passed from hand to hand as negotiable money, 
has been instantly transformed into a personal check 
on the United States Government for $2, as safe for 
transmission as any piece of exchange. 

This is enclosed in a ietter to the person or firm 
desired, and when received is deposited, with other 
checks, in the bank, or can be collected by the re- 
ceiver upon identification at the bank or postoffice, 
The tedious and inconvenient trip to the postoffice 
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to secure a money order is done away with, and acon- 
venient, safe and instantly available form of trans- 
missible money is supplied, with which the American 
public can transact business by mail, which now ag- 
gregates, in the small sums represented by enclosed 
postage stamps, silver pieces, money orders, express 
orders and other inconvenient and sometimes unsafe 
mediums, upwards of a billion dollars per year. 

The business man desiring to pay a small bill by 
mail, has access to the means at once, by taking from 
pocketbook or cash drawer a piece of money of the re- 
quired size, and by a few strokes of the pen can make 
it into a check on Uncle Sam’s treasury, safe and con- 


venient. 
Business houses receive large sums in the aggre- 


gate in stamps, silver coin, small checks on inland 
banks (costing 10 to 25 cents to collect), and bank 
notes, yielding no revenue to the government, One 
large Chicago publisher reports the receipt of upwards 
of $350,000 per annum in postagestamps alone; about 
$1,000 per day. Two commercial houses report daily 
receipts of about $15,000 in small sums, most of 
which consists of stamps, silver, small checks and pa- 
per money, not yielding the government a fee. These 
facts regarding a few large houses are repeated in 
thousands of cases by smaller houses throughout the 
country, aud seem to clearly indicate that if a con- 
venient form of money was in the hands of the people, 
which could be instantly made use of, practically the 
entire sum of money sent through the mail in small 
amounts would pay a fee to the government, yielding 
a much larger sum than is now received for postoffice 


money orders. 
To summarize, the scheme is to have asystem of 


bills which can be changed into money orders by sim- 
ply affixing a stamp and writing the name of the 
payee on its face. This easy and comparatively inex- 
pensive method of changing a dollar bill into a money 
order will make the transmission of money by mail 
much safer than it has heretofore been. A striking 
feature in its favor is the greater cleanliness it will 
give our currency. While we all know that a greasy 
and hard worked five dollar bill fairly reeks with mi- 
crobes of all degrees of malignancy, at the same time 
there are few of us who do not cheerfully undergo this 
risk of infection. If our currency was constantly be- 
ing withdrawn from circulation by being converted 
into post checks, and was constantly being replen- 
ished by crisp clean bills, its average cleanliness 
would distinctly improve. 

Some retailers may think that a post check law, 
like a parcels post law, would help the catalogue house 
rather than the dealer. -We do not see how the cata- 
logue houses would be any particular gainers by this 
post check system, unless they made a radical change 
in their present catch penny prices. How is the fact 
that a one, two or five dollar bill can be converted into 
a@ money order easily and expeditiously going to ex- 
pedite the sales of 4 catalogue house who advertise to 
sell theic goods at the unparalleled low price of 69c, 
with 17c added for freight. The farmer isn’t going 
to send a $2 post check to secure a ‘‘peerless $1.43 
bargain,” or a $5 post check for the ‘‘great sacrifice 
positively going at $4.44.” 

The class to whom this will prove the greatest 
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boon is that of newspaper publishers, whose means 
will unquestionably be largely augmented by the 
greater facilities for sending in subscriptions offered 
by post checks. The fate of this bill will be watched 
with interest.

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For the latter I have a most earnest sympathy, for 
the former not the least compunction, and wish all 
the evil, suffering and remorse could be his—for the 
work if not wholly his, is largely so.

How many otherwise joyful hearts would be sad- 
dened, how many gray heads would be bowed in sorrow 
and in shame if they knew a loved daughter they 
looked upon with pride, and who holds some clerkship 
in store or office, was often in the evil hours of the 
day or night visiting wine rooms and houses of ill- 
repute for evil and immoral purposes. 

What sorrow would it bring to their declining 
years should they know she was leading the servile iife 
of a prostitute, yet turn as you will there are thou- 
sands of such cases, and more to be pitied than 
blamed. 

Many a bright promising young woman has been 
andis being daily drawn into the maelstrom of vice 
because thrown in the way of temptations. 

Hundreds of men who are guilty of their ruin go 
through the daily walks of life with no shame upon 
their garments, and often boast of their accomplish- 
ments as Lotharios. 


ONE OF THE GREATEST CURSES OF THE AGE, 


No wonder we have mis-marriages, no wonder we 
have divoree, no wonder the social evil is on the in- 
crease. As M. J. Gallagher puts it, ‘It is one of 
the greatest curses of the age, ‘tis found in every large 
city, in the smaller cities and in villages, it permeates 
every walk in life, reaching out to and under the very 
throne of home and the greatest capitals of the world. 
Why doesn’t civilization stamp it out?” 

Many disputants allege as the cause, or chief 
cause, the empioymeat of women and younger maidens 
in factories, offices an] various callings where formerly 
female help was unkno~n. 


A LACK O- SAFEGUARDS. 


This possibly, and I might say, doubtlessly, has 
caused its larger increase within the last few years, 
Perhaps the greater cause is a lack of safeguards 
placed around such employes, the penurious scale of 
wages, exacting conditions of dress, which has forced 
them to depart from the virtuous pathways and 
traverse the bye-ways that lead to shame and utter 
ruin.

insulter’s life. 

Because a woman becomes a factory employe, an 
office assistant, it is not significant that she become 
bold, coarse, unwomanly and a harlot. 

Man should have a higher aim than her defile- 
ment, Her protection should be his purpose, the 
conserving of her womanhood in all its purity, the 
most beautiful of all the world. 


HONOR FOR AN EVIL MAN, 


Among the list of names of delegates to one of

The engraving herewith shown illustrates some 
of the many advantages to be had from this system of 
boxing and shelving. Ourcut only shows a small sec- 
tion of a hardware store, but by carefully observing 
the different features it will be found that there are 
many conveniences not found in other systems. It 
will be noticed that at the extreme left is a roomy 
wall case made with fittings especially for carpenters’ 
tools. There is a particular place for saws, hatchets, 
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H ae ware Interior. 


The Enterprise self- priming and measuring pump 
with new total registering device is designed for 
measuring molasses, heavy oils, tar and other thick 
liquids. 

The Enterprise smoked beef shaver has a knife 
suspended pendulum-like, each stroke cutting a piece 
cleanly and quickly.

as they are kept in their proper places there is always 
a good display. 

The back of this case is lined with cloth colored a 
bright red and make a very flashy appearance. The 
doors are made to slide, and will take up less space 
when open than any other mode of hanging. As we 
move a little farther to the right we find hammers, 
hatchets, chisels, miter squares, etc., nicely sampled 
on a cloth-covered board back of the glass front, where 
they are fully protected from rust and dust. 

In the next division door knobs and escutcheons 
are sampled in such a way that the stock is kept clean 
and the customer will be enabled to make his selection 
without the dealer opening asingle box. Small boxes 
with several divisions in are also found in this section. 
In the next three sections are shown to splendid advan- 
tage numberless small articles that will be found in 
hardware stocks in plain view of the customer, but 
shown up in such a way that the sample will not be 
handled. 

The lower section at the extreme left is built up 
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of different sized drawers for surplus stock, and the 
jivisions are so arranged for saws that they will not 
be injured by rubbing together or being tossed about. 

The next section is built in such a way that by 
the use of sliding doors larger articles may be readily 
stored away than can be placed in drawers or boxes. 
The lower drawer in the third section shows how a 
place may be had for everything and everything in its 
place, The following sections are arranged in a simi- 
lar manner, but are intended for smaller articles. 

There are two systems of shelving shown above 
the boxes. The one at the left has drop lids, while at 
the right open shelving is used. A class of goods 
that would be liable to be injured by dust may be kept 
in this division, as a neat label card receptacle is_at- 
tached to each lid. Package goods may be kept on the 
open shelving, and perhaps more sales be made on ac- 
count of their being in plain sight. The rolling step 
ladder is a great convenience to any hardware store, 
and it is surprising that there are not more found in 
the smaller stores, as the prices are now very reason- 
able. A good ladder of this kind may be purchased 
for from $8 to $15. Of course there are different 
grades, as in everything else.

DEFECTIVE HOT WATER JOB.

ANSWER BY JAMES J. LAWLER, 


The trouble in this hot 
water apparatus is due to im- 
perfect circulation of water 
between the small heating 
tank A and the 30-gallon 
boiler and is caused by air 
accumulating in the hot water 
pipes at all points above the 
top of 30-gallon boiler. 

As will be noticed by re- 
ferring to our subscriber's 
sketch, Fig. 1, the hot water 
pipe from top of heating tank 
connects witb the main hot 
water pipe above the boiler 
and then the main hot water 
pipe is carried down from that 
point, thus making a recepta- 
cle for air without any pro- 
vision for its escape, except 
through the hot water faucet, 
and therefore the air can es- 
cape only at times when hot 
water is drawn. 

In all systems of hot 
water heating apparatus there 
must be proper provision for 
the escapement cf air, and 
especially in circuit lines of 
pipe, which means such con- 
nections as those made between the heater and the 
storage tank, because the water must move by gravi- 
tation alone, and the motive power which the water 
obtains is so slight that the least mecharical obstruc- 
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Fig. 1. 
tion in the pipes would stop circulation, It must be 
remembered that water contains large quantities of 
air, and when the water is allowed to stand for some 
time in a vessel the air gradually escapes by rising to 
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the highest point; besides, in heating systems, as the 
water is heated, hydrogen gas, which is one of the 
elements of the water, also escapes to a certain de- 
gree under peculiar conditions, and as this gas is 
much lighter than the atmospheric air, it rapidly finds 
its way to the highest point in the apparatus, and in 
cases where there is no provision for its escapement, 
as well as an extremely small space to hold it, the re- 
sult will be an air bound circuit in very short order.

And, therefore, under we 
in the accompanying illustration, Fig. 2, which will 
be noticed has the hot water pipe from heating tank 
connected to side of 30 gallon boiler, and the bottom 
connection from heating tank connected to bottom of 
boiler. This arrangement will allow of a good circula- 
tion at all times, as the amount of air accumulating 
in the system will never be sufficient to fill the boiler 
down to side connection. 

If the apparatus is constructed as we show in 
Fig, 2 there should be no difficulty in getting the de- 
sired results, providing, of course, that the gasolene 
Surners have sufficient power for the work; if two 
burners do not warm the water quick enough, use four 
over en more in number.

MONARCH FURNACE WITH GAS BURNING 
SECTION. 





The Forest City Foundry & Mfg. Co., 61 Elm 
street, Cleveland,Ohio, are manufacturers of the Mon- 
arch furnace shown herewith.

UNSATISFACTORY RESULTS IN STEAM AND 
HOT WATER HEATING.

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ATTACHING T TO MAIN PIPE. 








When a T joiat is to be made of common iron, or 
in fact, any thin material, the points of the T can be 
made so that two rivets can be put in each point. An 
edge can be laid off on the piece by means of a mallet 
and square stake, or the piece can be run through the 
turner and an edge laid off that way. 

The piece can now be laid on to the pipe it is to 
be joined to, and the pipe marked to show where the 
hole is to be cut. This hole should be smaller than

the mark, so when the piece is riveted on the edge of 
iron can be pounded up in to the piece. 

In cutting out the hole in the main pipe, a piece 
can be left so as to bend up into the piece that is riv- 
eted on, and a rivet put through, as shown in the 
drawing. When the branch enters the main pipe at 
an angle, lay off the edge as before, but cut a notch 
in the flange, so at the throat the flange will go inside 
of the pipe, as shown by Fig. 2. This makes a neat 
and strong job, and prevents the pipe from warping. 
The rest of the joint is made the same as Fig. 1. 

When aT joint is to be made of heavy iron, it

may be best to lay off a wide flange on the branch, so 
it can be riveted by means of the flange to the main 
pipe. When this is to be done, mark off outside of the 
pattern for the flange, as taking off a half inch from the 
edge of a T joint pattern alters its shape and makes 
another pattern of it. This might not be noticed when 
laying off a narrow edge on thin iron, but when a wide 
edge is laid off on heavy iron and there has been no 
allowance for it, the effect will be noticed.

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UNJUST DISCRIMINATION.

The New York Metal Market of May 14, says: 
The additional reduction in prices made today by the 
American Smelting & Refining Co. makes prices now stand 
as follows:

Referring to the exclosed clipping from the 
American Metal Market, you will observe that the 
Philadelphia price is 4.45c and the New York price is 
4.40c. We do not quite understand why the Phila- 
delphia price should be 5c higher than the New York 
basis per 100 lbs. As the shipments of lead are gen- 
erally forwarded from the West to the two points 
named, and Philadelphia having the lower rate of 
freight, the price, therefore, should be based on the 
difference in freights—4.38c. We trust you will let 
us hear from you through the columns of your paper 
why this discrimination should exist against Philadel- 
phia, more particularly as other products, such as 
spelter, are based on the actual difference between 
Philadelphia and New York, and Philadelphia prices 
are cheaper for shipments from the West than New 
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York delivery, having the natural advantage in 
freight, and the same conditions should apply on pig 
lead. 

You will also notice a discrimination against 
Pittsburg in the price of pig lead, the price being 
4.45c therealso. We believe that the Baltimore price 
is also 4.45c, and this discrimination, we understand, 
has caused one of the large shot works in Baltimore 
to stop operation. ‘*IMPORTER,””’

roding lead should be listed at the same price in both 
New York and Philadelphia, and desilverized lead 
should be quoted 5c lower in New York than in Phila- 
delphia, If anything, Quaker City rates should be 
lower, owiug to the lower freight rates from the West.

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AMALGAMATED ASSOCIATION MEETS, 








The twenty. fifth annual convention of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers 
was called to order at 10:30 a. Mm, May 15 at Indian- 
apolis by President T. J. Shaffer. 

Gov. Mount gave the address of welcome, in the 
course of which he said: 

‘‘Whether the disputed responsibility of closing 
twelve steel, wire and nail factories belonging to Mr. 
Gates or to the directors of the trust, is of. little con- 
sequence. The fact remains the trust closed the mills, 
employes were thrown out of employment, the output 
limited, prices forced, the trust gathered a temporary 
harvest, the country suffered. Positive laws should 
make such offenses against public good liable to se. 
vere penalty.” 

Mayor Taggart, of Indianapolis, also addressed 
the meeting. 

Tuesday afternoon various committees were ap- 
pointed, and Wednesday morning President Shaffer 
and Secretary Williams read their reports, Thursday 
was a secret session, various committees reporting. 

The wage committee is the most important of any 
of the committees, and upon it hinges the paramount 
purpose of the convention, the adjustment of a wage 
scale. The committee has already done its work in 
advance of the convention and will report a scale for 
consideration. The convention will then act and in- 
struct the scale committe to act in a joint conference 
with the manufacturers. The present scale expires 
June 30, and the conference will be held prior to that 
time in order that the scale for the next year can be 
adjusted without closing down any mills. 

Secretary Williams said that it is seldom the 
metal workers have any trouble in the adjustment of 
a scale, and it is a rare thing that any mills are closed 
because the manufacturers will not sign. He looks 
for the usual peaceful settlement at the coming con- 
ference. 

What advance the scale committee has in mind is 
not given out, but itis understood an increase along 
the line of the high price of the article they manufac- 
ture will be asked.

BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreet’s, New York, telegraphs 
this advance report of the iron and steel markets: 

The iron and steel situation is no stranger and 
shaded prices fail to develop much new business. 
Bessemer pig is nominally unchanged at Pittsburg, 
but the same grade of iron made outside of that city 
is being offered there below current quotations. 
Structural material continues the strongest feature of 
the trade. From Birmingham come reports of con- 
tinued large export business, more having been done 
in the two week past than in two months previously, 
but quotations are largely nominal, and the outlook is 
rather more uncertain. A number of large Pennsyl- 
vania mills have shut down for repairs much earlier 
than usual, and some relief from this source is looked 
for. 





ROGERS, BROWN & CO. ON IRON AND STEEL. 

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, Ohio, transmit 
us the following advance resume of their report on 
the pig-iron market: 

There has not been much change since our report 
of last week except ahat inquiries have not been so 
numerous, and the tonnage of sales has not been so 
large. The market at this writing is in a peculiar 
condition, the comparative quietude of which is with- 
out justification when the general excellent conditions 
of the country, together with the splendid opportuni- 
ties for export 0, our raw and manufactured materials 
are considered. Under the pressure of public opinion 
without substantial base, prices have yielded some- 
what though there continues to be a scarcity of South 
ern No, 2 foundry, and an adequate supply of car 
wheel and malleable grades both in charcoal and coke. 





WIRE NAILS. 
Wire nails remain about as formerly. Quotations 
remain unaltered at $2.53 for single carload lots and 
$2.60 for small lots. 





CUT NAILS. 
There is a fair demand for cut nails, which are 
quoted at $2.40 in small lots. 





BARB WIRE. 

The demand for barb wire continues good, it be- 
ing the general idea that prices will advance rather 
than retrograde, Single carload lots of plaia annealed 
wire are quoted at last week’s figures of $2.48, while 
small Jots from stock are $2.58. Painted barb wire is 
$2.98 in carload and $3.08 in small lots, and galvan- 
ized barb wire is $3.13 in carload and $3.23 in small 
lots. 





SCYTHES. 

Scythe manufacturers are firmly maintaining 
prices at a figure which seems too high to the retail 
trade, who are unwilling to buy their scythes at rul- 
ing prices, 


LEAD. 


Metal people are doing considerable grumbling 
at the way the American Smelting & Refining Co. have 
reduced prices on lead, The latest break comes on the 
12th, when the price was reduced from 4} to 4c per 
pound. For several months the price stood at about 
4.7c, but early this month the priee was reduced to 
4.3c and now comes this latest break. 





HARDWARE. 


The past week has seen a decided stimulus in the 
local hardware trade. Lawn mowers, refrigerators, ice 
cream freezers, scythes, sprinkling cans, rakes, hoes 
are in quite active demand for immediate shipment.
